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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the Brief 
Description of the Drawings, figure 1 should be identify as a prior art. 


3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It is not clear what is meant by "a strip", "multi-alignment" and "encapsulated area". What is the 
type of material of the strip? What represent the term "multi-alignment", a guide or track? What 
type of track? What is the difference between the cutting track and the multi-alignment? 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 


The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In the claims, the specific steps of the process are not clearly set forth. 
Claim 1 recites the limitation "the first phase" and "second phase". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3, it is not clear what "at least three points" encompass. 


6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 


A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 


7. As best understood, claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Neu. 

Neu discloses (Fig. 1-14) the invention including a strip 2 having a plurality of substrate 
areas, a first phase, second phase, multi-alignment/a plurality of alignment 64 and 65, 
encapsulated area 62, a plurality of cutting marks 47, a plurality of cutting tracks 58 and at least 
two strips juxtapose on a plane (see Fig. 5 and 13).
